The fulfilment of 
economic cooperation 

The 17th session of Uic Inter¬ 
governmental Sovlel-Korcan con¬ 
sultative commission on economic 
and scientific and technical pro¬ 
blems ended in Moscow In sign¬ 
ing a joint pralocol. 

Tho sides discussed the fulfil¬ 
ment of mutual commitments and 
the prospects for cooperation In 
tho building and expansion of 
industrial enterprises In the De¬ 
mocratic People's Republic of 
Korea with Soviet technical as¬ 
sistance. They also discussed the 
frade and payments protocol for 
1901, the coordination of the 
planning agencies of tho USSR 
and tho DPRK on trade and eco¬ 
nomic cooperation covering the 
period of 1901-85.
